ments. The balance will bo applied 
on America's war debt, making n, 
total slash in this debt for the year 
of $850.000,000. 
Despite the reduced rates in the 


new revenue law, income taxes col- 
lected in the first two quarters of 
its operation have turprised offi- 
cials by totaling- much over those 
taken in a year ago when higher 
rates prevailed. 


Customs receipts also showed a 


considerable increase with indica- 
tions that the total would reach 
$850,000,000 for the year or a gain 
of almost forty -million over last 
year.

H. Dumont has sent out to all in- 
surance companies and agents a 
statement to the effect that hereaf- 
ter the statutes of the state and 
the rules of the department will be 
strictly enforced, . especially

regard to prompt remittances, trie 
prohibition of rebates and the issu- 
ance of policies not in fact ordered 
by the insured. 
Agents, it i s staled, must remit 
the premium on each policy writ- 
ten, except life, not later .than for- 
ty-five days after the date of the 
policy- under penalty of having li- 
censes withheld. 
State agents, branch offices anc 
general agents must also remit 
promptly to the home offices. 
No agent- solicitor or broker 
be permited to allow credit, eithei 
directly nor indirectly to any pol- 
icy holder beyond a period of thir- 
ty days for the payment of a prem- 
ium without charging- interest "" 
such account.

ON LETTER WRITING. 


\\ riling in Scribner's Magazine, Arthur Hobsori 


Quinn gives a thrillii.j and intimate insight into 
the spirit of independence which carried America 
some hundred and fifty years ago through far more 
trying days than these, by quoting a few extracts 
from the letters of the leaders. 


"In the letters, many even now unpublished, in 


the dramas, so worn by cpnstant reading that only 
a few tattered copies remain, in journals which are 
gradually being brought to light, we can see the hope 
and fears of that strife which tore families asun- 
der, and brought exile to many, but which estab- 
lished the United States," he says by way of intro- 
duction. 


And tho letters which he draws upon for evidence 


reveal the true spirit of independence with charm 
and subtlety. In no type of written document is it 
harder to draw a line between literature and tl^it 
which is not literature than in letters. 
The most 


informal, simplest, and 
unpretentious little notes 


sometimes reveal more artistry in expression than 
carefully edited and proof-read pages. 
Why?

more than ti;osc toward an 
unknown public can 


ever be, and unlettered by bothersome convention- 
alities. 


That which a friend .--rites to a friend is alwaj s 


incr than that which a stranger writes to an un- 
een horde of readers, and Icttei writing might well 
c considered the highest of literary arts—despite 
he fact, or perhaps because 'of it, that one can't 
nakc a living writing love letters. 


If you would see the spirit of independence as 
really was. Mr. Quinn says in effect, read the 


ctters of the era. 
It" you would write for the joy of 


t. we add, only for those who know and love and 


girls, very 
the man." 


She concludes her article in this fashion: 
"England's unhappy women arc'the real, though 


unsung war victims . . . . In an ironic way their 
fate Is the grimmest of all the many hideous jokes tlio 
war and pf-aco have loft behind. They are the un- 
known casualties to which no monuments arc over 
built. Collectively they have no ex-veterans associa- 
tions, no glory and to themselves and to their coun-

That is a gloomy and forbidding picture. 
And yet the evidence which comes from abroad 


indicates "it has not been greatly overdrawn. Prior 
to the war Great Britain had its unemployment 
problem and it assumed most severe proportions at 
times. 
The British girl found an alternative choice 


in marriage. When the battlefields drew all of. the 
ablebodied men to arms, the places in business and 
industry- were very largely taken by women. 
But 


upon the return of peace, these places were again 
filled by men who had seen service. 
The problem 


was increasingly complicated because more than u 
million marriageable young men had been killed in the 
war. 
There Is an actual surplus of women in Brit- 


ain. 
There are two women for every young man 


Hundreds of thousands of British girls have no chance 
of marrying because there are not enough young 
men to go around, ;md she also faces a hopeless 
outlook In endeavoring to find work to support 
herself. 


The governmental authorities have given serious 


consideration to the proposal to find homes for these 
British girls in some of the colonies but no plan so 
far suggested has received approval. 


Britain is not alone in her misery in this respect. 
Every country in Europe which suffered heavily 


In the world war has its problem. 
France has a 


surplus of girls and Germany is troubled but in each 
of the«e countries, the improved condition of busi- 
ness and industry has provided employement for 
many who know the old continental tradition that ;i 
girl should look forward to marriage has been dc-~ 
finitely 
shattered. 
The American 
girl, 
deserving 


of all the honors which have showered at her feet, 
escaped one of the heavy burdens of war which the 
•K-omen of European countries are carrying and will 
continue to bear for many years to come.
